MANITOBA WHEAT. 

Winnipeg Telegram, October 3.— 

The deliveries are agaim becoming 
heavy. On Tuesday they totalled at 
all points along the jine 90,880 bushels 
of wheat and 2,600 bushels of oats.

' @resse? from Edmontou, Strathcona 
and points along che C. & E. line, tolthe 
departine:t of agriculture, Ottawa, 
asking for ‘he aid of the department 
in selling a portion of Alberta’s sur- 
pluq oats of this year’s crop to the 
British government fir use in South 
Africa.

Besides the above telegram a letter 
was received on Friday, night from 
Hon. Mr. Fisher, minister of agricul- 
ture, by F. Oliver, M. P., in which the 


following occurs: 


“We have been communicationg with 
the war ofiice, at the sanis time find- 
ing out how these oats could best be 
sent. jo South Africa. We find that 
the rates for chartering ships from 
Vancouver and the railway rates 
from Edimonton to Vancouver are 
much higher than for hripging the 
oats to St. Jobn, N. B., and charter- 


ing a ship there for South Africa. 


“We have now sent a communication 
to the war office stating at about what 
rate we can dfford ‘we offer them oats 
delivered in CSouth Africa, based on 
the freight eates and expenses put- 
ting it at what we hope we will be able 
tq get. They retused to _pay 
a somewhat higher rate {it- 
tle while ago, and therefore we 
have had to make the offer as low ts 


possible to tempt them. 


“T want you to understand that 
these oats have to be cleaned. clipped 
and bagged as well as carefully in- 
spected at the point of shipment in 
the West. I +hink that. the best way 
would, be for the department to do it. 
because it is very important that noth- 
ing but the best quality and properly 
put, up according to their conditions 


should, be sent. 


“We have found that contractors 
taking direct conivacts are very apt 
not! to strictly fulfil the conditions, 
and we consider it to be rather dan- 
gerous for the credit of our Canadian 
produce if the work is done by private 


jndividuals. 


“Just as soon as we get the informa- 
tion required we will let you know, 
and make arrangements with some- 
body up there to bey the oats and ship 
them: to Montreal or St. John, N, B. 
where the clipping and bagging will 
have to be done. I do not think there 
is any pos “ility to dirange within a 
reasonable time to have the clipping 


done in your section.” 


The above letter was written on 
October, 5th. Evidently Prof. Rob- 
ertson’s telegram of the 12th is based 
onl further communications with’ the 
British war department. Evidently 
the British war department ° wgnts 
oats. The Canadian department of 
agriculture is prepared to handle the 
supply if it cam be found. We have 
the oats and i* depends on our farm- 
ers and dgalers whether we make the 
eale or mot. The department ap- 
proaches the matter in a fair «pirit. 
but will have to 4e met in the same 
spirit by us or business cannot be done. 
The British war depirtment is the cus- 
tomer to be supplied, not the Canadian 
gpvernmeat. They will buy our oats 
if; they are cheap) enough and good 


enough. 


Our present position is that we have 
no local market in sight that will take 
our surplus crop of cais. If no out- 
side market is found the local market 
will be glu*ted and the bottom will 
fall out of prices. If we can get rid 
bf a part pf the oat crop to outside 
markets even 2t a very moderate price 
it (will be profitable to do so, fot it 
will keep up the price iu the loca? Mar- 
ket. Buti if everyone holds for the 
rise in the local market there will be 


no rise and everyone will lose.

“We have now sent a communication 
to the war office stating at about what 
rate we can afford +e offer them oats 
delivered in CSouth Africa, based on 
the freigk: eates and expenses put- 
ting it at what we hope we will be able 


addition to this Mr. Kennedy has 18,- 
000 bushels of oats and 1200 of barley.

Of grain prices Mr. Campbell said 

that it was impossible as yet to quote 
al price for wheat! as the market had 
not regularly opened and the price had 
not been set.

“Just as soon as we get the informa- 
tion required we will let you know, 
and make arrangements with some- 
body up there to bry the oats and ship 
them: to Montreal or St. John, N, B., 
where the clipping and bagging will 
have to be Gone. 1 do not think there 
is any pos *ility to dirange within a 
reasonable time to have the clipping 
done in your section.” 

The 2bove ietter was writtem on 
October, 5th. Evidently Prof. Rob- 
ertson’s telegram of the 12th is based 
oni further communications with’ the 
British war department. Evidently 
the British war department - wgnts 
oats. The Canadian department of 
agriculture is prepared to handle the 
supply if it can, be found. We have 
the oats and it depends on our farm- 
ers and dgalers whether we make the 
eale or mot. The department ap- 
proaches the matter in a fair spirit. 
but will have to ‘e met in the same 
spirit by us or business cannot be done. 
The British war depi-tment is the cus- 
tomer to be supplied, not the Canadian 
government. They will huy our vats 
if; they are cheap enough and good 
enough. ‘ 

Our present position is that we have 
no local market in sight that will take 
our surplus crop of cats. If no out- 
side market is found the local market 
will be glu‘ted and the bottom will 
fall out of prices. If we can get rid 
bf a part pf the oat crop to outside 
markets even at a very moderate price 
it (will be profitable to do so, fot it 
will keep up the price iu the loca? mar- 
ket. Buti if everyone holds for the 
rise in the local market there will be
